Amory Houghton, top operating 
official of the War Production 
Board, resigned today as director 


general for operations, saying he 


wanted to save Donald M. Nelson 
and the WPB from any embar- 
rassment which might arise as a 
result of the conviction of his com- 
pany,. the Corning. Glass Works, 
on an anti-trust charge. 

In a letter expressing surprise 


cepted the resignation. He said 
he recognized the “disinterested 
consideration” which led to 
Houghton’s act. 

At the same time WPB spokes- 
men, who declined to be quoted 
by name, indicated that the resig- 
nations of the two top officials of 
the iron and steel branch, Reese 
H. Taylor, chief, and R. C, Allen, 
deputy chief, would be accepted 
by Nelson. Allen’s resignation was 
submitted one day after Taylor 
offered his. 

The resignations followed public 
criticism of the branch for alleged 
waste and inefficiency and for 
having on its staff a high pro- 
portion of steel salesmen rather 
than production men, :

TAXICAB CRUISING FORBIDDEN; 
ODT RESTRICTS OPERATIONS 


Drivers Cannot Use Cars for Social 
Purposes; Trips in Exess of 
: 25 Miles Barred. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP).— 
The Government has clamped strict 
regulations on the taxicab industry 
today to save tires, gasoline and 
vehicles, _— 
In an order estimated to affect 


at least 50,000 vehicles, the Office 
of Defense Transportation has 
practically frozen the industry in 
the hands of present operators, and 
put new sharp restraints on their 
operations. 

The order, effective Sept. 1, for- 
bids cruising for the purpose of 
picking up. passengers; prohibits 
g driver using his cab for social 
or recreational purposes, and pro- 
hibits the. making of commercial 
deliveries of property. 

Other prohibitions include a 
maximum speed limit of 40 miles 
an hour, or any lower maximum 
limit in the jurisdiction in which 
the cab is operated; trips more than 
10 miles beyond the corporate lim- 
its of the municipality in which 
the trip originated; trips more than 
25 miles from the: point of origin 
to the point of destination: ‘and 
operating a cab without distinctly 
marking it as such.

AMERICAN PLANES 
BOMB AIRDROME, 


Flying  Fortresses_ in 
Foray’ in Belgium — 
Action Follows Blows 
by the R. A. F.

LONDON, Aug. 29 (AP).—Amer- 
ican Flying Fortresses made their 
seventh raid on the Nazi-held con- 
tinent today without suffering loss, 
following up the Royal Air Force's 
night attack. with hundreds of 
bombers on Nuremberg, carnival 
city of Nazidom, and Saarbrueck- 
en, sprawling industrial and rail- 
road center. | 

The American bombardiers, pro- 


tected by fighters, loosed their 
loads over the German airdrome at 
Wevelghem, near Courtrai, Bel- 
gium. The raid was marked by 
diversional sweeps of American 
fighters, and all planes’ returned 
safely from the full operation. 

The Fortresses scored many hits 
on the Wevelghem airport, a joint 
American and British communique 
said. 

“On the return journey the Fort- 
resses beat off attacks by enemy 
fighters,” the communique said. 
“Some of these fighters were seen 
to be badly damaged, but their 
destruction could not be con- 
firmed.” : 

The British also were active to- 
day, making sharp attacks on 
Ostend and Lille.

150 Missouri Convicts Drill Daily;

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 29 
(AP).—One hundred fifty. prison- 
ers in the Missouri State Peniten- 
tiary are taking military training. 

A former Major in the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps — now 
wearing prison stripes—has devel- 
oped 50 hand-picked convicts who 
will soon be up for parole into a 
crack drill team. 

Nearly 100 other short-term pris- 
oners who said they would gladly 
go to the front lines tomorrow to 
fight the Axis if they could, were 
receiving less advanced military 
instruction. . . 

Warden Paul Kaiser and Capt. 
Russell H. Chapman of the Mis- 
sourl Home Guard nodded approv- 
ingly as the units were put through 
their’ paces behind the  prison’s 
high stone walls. an 

These 150 men, form the nucleus 
‘of the prison’s new military train- 
ing school, which is expected to 
train more than 700 inmates with- 
in the next few morths. The out-

Marines Surprise Japan- 
ese on Guadalcanal — 
Enemy Fights to ‘Last 
Man as Islands Are 
Mopped Up. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP). 
HE Navy Department made 
T public tonight the following 
account of the Marines’ cap- 
ture of Solomon Island strong- 
holds, as written under an Awtg. 
14 date by Second Lieut. H. L. 
Merrillat, Uniited States Marine 


Corps public relations officer, at 
the battle scene. 


Aug. 7, 1942, the largest force of 
Marines ever to engage in landing 
operations assaulted Guadalcanal, 
Tulagi and Gavutu, important Jap- 
anese bases in the Solomon Islands. 
The attack marked the first time 
in this war that American land 
forces have taken the offensive 
against the enemy, Marines 
avenged their comrades on Wake 
Island by destroying Japanese gar- 
risons on Tulagi and Gavutu and 
driving shattered Japanese forces 
on Guadalcanal into the hills. 

These islands, with their inlets 
that once sheltered Japanese sea- 
planes and a big airdrome that the 
Japanese had hastily built as a 
base for further adventures in the 
Pacific, now will serve as bases for 
United Nations air, sea and land 
power, The process of rolling back 
the Japanese has begun in earnest. 

Long before dawn on the 7th 
things were humming aboard the 
ships of the armada ‘slipping si- 
lently into the passage between 
Guadalcanal and Florida Islands. 
Between 0200 and 0300 all hands 
turned out and wolfed a sumptuous 
breakfast. Who knew how long it 
would be before any of us had an- 
other real nmieal? Field rations 
would soon take the place of steaks 
and fried potatoes and scrambled 
eggs. Then we made our final prep- 
arations to go over the side and 
stood by, waiting for the eastern 
sky to brighten. 

Attack Begins. 

About dawn I went out on the 
top deck of my transport. The 
weather had been on our side. 
Low clouds and mist. had con- 
cealed our progress toward the 
Solomons all day the 6th. They 
had cleared during the night and 
the stars guided us qn our way. At 
0500 we could make out the dim 
outline of Guadalcanal to star- 
board. There was no sign of ac- 
tivity on the shore, At 0525 general 
quarters sounded and the ship’s 
crew took battle stations. At 0605— 
“Stand by to lower boats.” ‘Then 
came what all of us had been 
waiting tensely to see and hear; 
at 0617 a cruiser’s guns boomed 
and a-salvo of shells landed in 
the laps of the Japs on Guadal-

U-BOAT REPORTED 
SUNK OFF GUBA 


AND ONE CAPTURED 


Havana Papers Describe 
Victorious Fight of 
Ships and Planes With 


Marauders. 


HAVANA, Aug. 29 (AP). — One 
German submarine was sunk and 
another captured after a battle 
with Allied sea and air forces off 
the coast of Cuba, Havana news- 
papers reported today. There was 
no official confirmation of the ac- 
count, which appeared under 
eight-column headlines, but pub- 
lication of the information was au- 
thorized by the Ministry of De- 
fense. 

The published accounts, which 
came from correspondents in a 
Cuban port city, said the battle 
began when a submarine attacked 
and sank a. merchant ship. 

“Then,” said the newspaper El 
Avance, “ships and planes at- 
tacked the marauding submarine 
with depth bombs and cannon 
fire and it was sunk rapidly. 

“An enormous oil slick appeared 
on the surface of the sea, to- 
gether with bits of wreckage, 
which made the submarine’s de- 
struction evident. 


“The companion of the sunken 
submarine, seeking to avenge the 
sinking, fired on another ship of 
medium tonnage. The ship got an 
impact at a vital spot and also 
sank.” 

Then, the paper said, additional 
planes entered the combat and 
depth charges forced the second 
submiarine to the surface where 
the crew of 39 surrendered. The 
submarine was towed to the coast. 

The account of the battle first 
appeared in the newspaper El 
Crisol-and later was published in 
other papers. 

The newspaper El Pais said:

stance, and 1430 is 2:30 p.m. The 
24-hour cycle runs from midnight 
to midnight.) 

To the Japanese on Guadalcanal 
and Tulagi it must have seemed 
that hell had broken loose. One 
laborer later taken as a prisoner 
said he thought he was dead. Sal- 
vo after salvo ripped into their 
midst. Navy planes unloaded high 
explosive and strafed the ground. 
The red trails of tracer bullets 
and shells cut the black coast of 
Guadalcanal. Fifteen miles to the 
north of us ships and aircraft 
were dealing out the same punish- 
ing bombardment to Tulagi. 

At 0700 came the order to lower 
boats. Methodically they were 
swung out 6n their davits and low- 
ered into the water. The ships 

Marines who were to land 
in the first wave had already low- 
ered away and soon the water 
about the transports was swarm- 
ing with hundreds of speedy land- 
ing boats. New ramp landing and 
tank lighters were getting their 
first test in combat. Amphibious 
tractors, carrying engineering sup- 
plies, began their churning prog- 
ress toward the beach, to be on 
hand when the speedier landing 
boats first hit the shore line. 

First Wave Lands. 

0800 was “H-hour” (attack hour) 
when the first wave of Marines 
landed on Tulagi. We could hear 
destroyers pumping high explosives 
into the beach. Then the barrage 
lifted, the Marines landed, and a 
tiny South Sea island became the 
first battlefield in America’s first 
offensive in World War II. 

Meanwhile the landing boats 
were gathering for the assault on 
Guadalcanal, Proudly flying the 
Stars and Stripes, the boats took 
on their loads of Marines and 
equipment and circled in the ren- 
dezvous area between the trans- 
ports and the line of departure 
marked by two destroyers. I went 
in early so I was on the water 
when the first wave hit the beach. 
As our boat sped across the line 
of departure an amber flare from 
the shore announced that combat 
group A under Col. L. P. Hunt had 
landed. We hit the beach about 
1000 and learned that CG-A had 
landed without resistance. The 
beach presented a busy scene. Al- 
ready tank lighters were pulling 
up with their iron monsters. Am- 
phibian tractors, which the Ma- 

rines call “alligators,” chugged 
ashore, equally at home on land or 
water, A steady stream of Ma- 
rines was pouring out of boats. By 
1045 combat group B, under Col. 
C. B. Cates, was landing and lining 
up for its advance to the south- 
west. Scattered rifle shots marked 
the advance of the Marines as 
they fanned out through the tall 
grass and cocoanut grove. 

We counted on the Japanese 
arriving to bomb us about noon, 
figuring it would take that long 
for them to organize a flight of 
bombers in Rabaul and fly them 
down to Guadalcanal. Our guess 
was only a few hours off; in mid- 
afternoon bursting bombs and a 
sky full of flak announced their 
arrival, Rising-Sun bombers at- 
tacked our ships in the roads, 
without hitting any. Several were 
shot down. An hour and a half 
later the Japanese attacked again, 
with dive bombers this time, They 
hit one of our destroyers. Two 
more Japanese planes were shot 
down. ; 

Enemy Takes to Hills, 

‘That first day our advance was 
slow. There were noe contacts with 
the enemy, for their whereabouts 
was unknown (we later learned 
they had scurried to the hills) and 
the thick tall grass and deep, 
feeders of the Ilu river made a 
cautious advance imperative. At 
1600 headquarters arrived on the 
shore and set up a command post 
in’a palm grove south of the east 
branch of the Ilu: There we 
bivouacked for the night. 

On the second day, Aug. 8, the 
Marines on Guadalcanal pushed 
westward to take possession of 
the big new airfield which the 
Japanese had obligingly built for 
us and to occupy and defend the 
area around Lunga point. Combat 
groups A and B completed the 
operation during the day, meeting 
no resistance until one group 
reached Kukum, There, south of 


the area occupied by the Marines, 


they ran into snipers and ma- 
chine-guns in dugouts manned by 
Japanese, The area was quickly 
mopped up, but nightly Japanese 
patrols slip into our lines. 

It became apparent after the 
first day that the Japanese forces 
in the Lunga area had run to the 
hills when the American onslaught 
began on Aug. 7. As we moved 
into their camps we found evi- 
dence that they had left in a 
hurry. Meals were still on the 


6X8-IN. U. 8. FLAG FIRST 
TO FLY OVER CONQUERED 
JAPANESE STRONGHOLD 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP). 
SIX by eight-inch American 
At was the first standard 
o fly over a conquered Jap- 
anese stronghold in this war, 
the Navy disclosed tonight. 

The tattered Old Glory, 
frayed by travels about the 
world, was run up on a Japan- 
ese flagpole at Kukum on 
Guadalcanal Island Aug. 7 by 
Lieut. Evard J. Snell of the in- 
vading Marines. 

Snell, whose family lives in 
Philadelphia, purchased the 
little flag in Vineland, N. J., in 
1934. It has flown from a bar- 
racks window in the Philip- 
pines, over a tent in Cuba and 
on a rickshaw used by Snell in 
Pekin and Tientsin. 


bent on a daring raid. As our 
transports dispersed out to the 
open sea the Japanese bombers 
came in. Almost skimming the 
waves they lunged in among the 
transports and cargo ships. I was 
watching from the beach of Gua- 
dalcanal and saw the big bombers 
burst into flames as they ran into 
murderous anti-aircraft fire from 
the ships. One, two, three—then I 
lost count in the confusion of the 
battle. Some ran the gauntlet of 
ack-ack and headed for the open 
sea, only to fall prey to our navy 
fighters darting at them from high 
above. We heard that 40 bombers 
had started on their mission; we 
heard that few returned to their 
base. Certainly their losses were 
enormous, In their suicidal raid 
over the strait they hit one of 
our transports. The second Jap- 
anese attempt to disrupt our oper- 
ations had failed miserably. 

The night of Aug. 8 was one 
of alarms and excitement. We 
learned later that fighting was 
still continuing across the straits 
in the Tulagi area. In Guadalcanal 
it was a sleepless night for other 
reasons. First, the rains came, in 
a drizzle, then in torrents. The 
command post had moved west 
and we were bivouacked beneath 
the trees without tents. Everyone 
and his gear was thoroughly 
drenched, Trying to get a cat ndp 
in our puddles of water. we were 
aroused by a thunderous bombard- 
ment, Out at sea to the west the 
big guns spoke. Flashes of light 
told us that a naval battle was in 
progress. We do not yet know the 
full story of that battle but we do 
know that the Japanese ships were 
turned back—ships which un- 
doubtedly had slipped toward Gua- 
dalcanal and Tulagi to blast us by 
night, to sink our transports and 
supply ships and bombard our 
forces on land before we were 
fully dug in and squared away. 
The third Japanese attempt to 
knock us out had failed. 

After the sound of battle re- 
ceded and we were bedding down 
again in our puddles rumors flew 
thick that the Japanese were at- 
tempting to land on the beach 200 
yards north of the main command 
|post. Flares dropped by Japanese 
planes to mark Lunga point gave 
a ring of truth to the alarm and 
in the blackness and rain our own 
landing boats had been mistaken 
for the enemy. The truth was 
learned before any damage was 
done, ? 

Marines Dig In. 

Since then we have been dig- 
ging in, scouting out enemy de- 
tachments, potting the pesky 
snipers one by one, getting ready 
for anything that may come. A 
few Japanese planes make us a 
daily visit, about noon, but are of 
more interest as chronomsters 
than as raiders. Enemy submar- 
ines pop up in the strait now and 
then and lob a few shells into 
Guadalcanal. In any case, their 
periodic popping hag become part 
of the accustomed music of Gua- 
dalcanal and we pay little atten- 
tion. 

The Marines have what they 
want, and they mean to hold it. 

ON TULAGI—GAVUTU- 
*TANAMBOGO: 

Our comradies in the Tulagi 
area have had a fought fight. The 
Japanese there, cut off from es- 
cape, well dug in, and strongly 
armed, fought from their fortress- 
es to the last man. Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam H, Rupertus, assistant com- 
mander of our forces who difrected 
the operation in that area, de- 
scribed the battle as “the most 
wonderful work we have had in 
history.” Hundreds of Marines be- 
came heroes and veterans in the 
bitter fighting. 

The honor of being the first to 
land in America’s Pacific offensive 
fell to a company under the com- 


landed on the west side of a Fior- 
ida island promontory which over- 
looks the island fortress of Tulagi 
which the raider battalion was to 
assault half an hour later. They 
met no opposition at this point, 
but late in the day were to see 
some lively action.

The amphibious land- 
ing force of United States Marines 
was under the immediate command 
of Maj. Gen. A, A. Vandergrift, 
U. 8. M. C. The transport force 
was commanded by Rear Admiral 
R. K. Turner and the supporting 


eed ships were under the command of 


expected tough going. The Jap- 
anese apparently expected no land- 
ing, however, and offered no op- 
position on the beach. One man 
was lost by a sniper’s bullet, the 
rest landed safely. Avoiding the 
trails along the shore which were 
commanded -by steep cliffs, the 


sides of the central ridge of the 
little island, pushing through dense 
brush and woods. In two hours 
and a half they covered a mile and 
a half. From the beach to the 
southeast. Then the _ shooting 
started. ; 
Machine Gun Nests. 

The Marines came up against a 
strongly defended hill where a con- 
centration of machine gun nests 
held them up for an hour. The bat- 
tle was joined at short range, with 
Marines sneaking up on nests of 
Japanese concealed in caves and 
crawling down the steep cliffs to 
drop hand grenades into the cliff 
holes. A company on the north 
side of the island pushed through 
strong opposition and took the 
ridge above the playing ground. 
The Japanese allowed them to pass 
through, then opened up from the 
rear. Snipers in trees, behind 
rocks, concealed in buildings, ha- 
rassed the Marines. 

The enemy’s main defenses were 
concentrated in the ravine north- 
west of a hill, a precipitous rock 
covering the southeast end of Tu- 
lagi, and on the slopes of the hill 
itself. Withering machine gun fire 
from pillboxes and dugouts poured 
out on the Marines. A company of 
Marines under Capt. Harold T. A. 
Richmond, by this time was ad- 
vancing southward from the north 
end of the island. It too was held 
up by heavy machine gun fire. 

At dusk it was decided to organ- 
ize a defensive line northwest of 
this hill, Captured Japanese maps 
had shown their defenses to be 
concentrated under that hill. At 
2230 the Japanese counterattacked 
and broke their way through two 
companies of the raiders, isolating 
one of them. The Japanese worked 
their way northward, fighting with 
knives, rifles, and grenades. Lieut. 
Col. H. E. Rosecrans, commanding 
a battalion, evacuated his command 
post only two minutes before the 
Japanese occupied it. In the grim 
night battle Lieut. John B. Doyle 
Jr. held a mortar observation post 
in front of the former British resi- 
dency on the hill north of the play- 
ing ground. With only a squad of 
eight or nine men he pushed back 
the Japanese, kicking them over 
the side of the precipice. 

Offensive Resumed. 

In the morning the Marines re- 
sumed the offensive. Two com- 
panies which had mopped up the 
northwest end of the island on 
landing the first day, advanced 
southward. On the second day they 
pushed through from the beach 
west of the playing ground. That 
gave the Marines positions for 
mortars and machine guns on 
three sides of ‘the main Japanese 
position. By 1500 they had blasted 
the Japanese out of their strong- 
holds and completed physical pos- 
session of the island. That was 
not the end of the story, however, 
for snipers were still concealed in 
trees, tall grass, and caves. Twice 
the next day Marines combed the 
area, finding snipers each time.

For two days he had lived with 
corpses, without food or water. 
Three Japanese who were cor- 
nered fired until they had only 
three rounds for one pistol. Then 
one of them killed his two com- 
panions and turned the pistol on 
himself. Some caves were manned 
by 30 or 40 Japanese. When the 
one manning the machine gun was 
picked off, another would take 
his place, so on till the last man 
was dead. 


The assault on Gavutu, mile-long 
island which was the site of the 
principal Japanese seaplane base 
in the Solomons, began at 1200 on 
the 7th. In the dawn bombing raid 


. to land on the concrete seaplane 


slips, but the naval gunfire and 


5 bombing had hurled huge blocks 


of concrete into the water, block- 


2 ing the approach. The attacking 


Marines had to clamber onto a 
wharf higher than their boats, 
swept by machine gun fire. Maj. 
Robert H. Williams, their com- 
manding officer, was badly wound- 
ed leading his men in the first 
wave and had to be evacuated. 
Capt. George Stallings took com- 
mand and led the attack which 
wiped the Japanese from Gavutu. 

On Gavutu is a hill 148 feet high 
which the Japanese had converted 
into a honeycomb of cavern em- 
placements. Tunnels connected 
many and some rock-hewn cham- 
bers were 20 by 20 feet. The hill 
rises steeply from the flat strip 
near the beach and from the 
mouths of scores of caves the Jap- 
anese poured down a withering 
fire. Many Marines showed great 
courage that day in assaulting the 
formidable stronghold. Capt. Harry 
L. Torgerson, for example, covered 
only by the fire of four of his men, 
rushed from cave to cave, hurling 
into them charges of TNT tied to 
boards with short fuses. By him- 
self he closed up more than 50 
of the pest holes and came out of 
his daring day’s work with only a 
wrist watch broken and his pants 
blasted off. 


“Lone Wolf” Sergeant. 

Platoon Sergt. Harry M. Tully, 
who had seen many of his best 
friends shot down in the first blast 
of machine-gun fire from the cliff, 
for two days and nights operated 
as a lone wolf, surpassing the 
Japanese in cunning and patience, 
picking them, off one by one after 
lying in wait for long periods. 
From Gavutu he picked out ma- 
chine gunners on Tanambogo, 500 


yards away, and shot them down.

3. Our approach to the area of 
operations was accomplished under 
cover of an overcast which made 
aerial reconnaissance difficult. On 
the night of Aug. 6-7 the weather 
cleared and our transports and 
screening forces proceeded unop- 
posed to their assigned positions.

Varying degrees 
of resistance were encountered but 
by nightfall our troops were in 
possession of a strong beachhead 
in the Tenaru River region on 
Guadalcanal and had captured 
most of Tulagi, all of Gavutu, and 
had occupied a position at Halavo 
on Florida Island. During the 
night and early the following 
morning the island of Tanambogo, 
which is connected to Gavutu by 
a causeway, was taken in the face 
of strong opposition. 

5. Before, during and _ after 
these attacks, long range Army 
bombers, some under the com- 


and others under the command of 
Vice-Admiral Ghormley, were en- 
gaged in co-ordinated search op- 
erations. These bombers, while so 
engaged, delivered heavy attacks 
on enemy ships and air bases in 
the New Britain, New Guinea and 
Solomon Islands area. 

6. The first enemy counterat- 
tack developed at about 3:20 p. m. 
on Aug. 7 when 25 heavy bombers

City Garbage Trucks to 
Pick Them Up on Two

Preparations have 
| pleted for the city’s first collection 
of old tin cans, which will be 
made this week, opening a new 
and important phase of the civil- 
ian defense program of salvage 
for the war effort. 


The collection in the south por- 
tion of the city will be made Wed- 
nesday, and in the north portion 
Thursday. City garbage trucks 
will pick up the cang on their reg- 
ular routes, taking tin cans on 


|those days instead of garbage. 


The city has chartered a Missis- 
sippi River barge, which will be 
anchored at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue to receive the tin cans. 
It is estimated that 250 tons of 
cans will fill the barge, and the 
city hopes to obtain that amount 
in the first collection. 

How To Prepare Cans. 

To be of any use for salvage, 
tin cans must be prepared in ac- 
cordance with instructions which 
have been widely distributed. The 
cans must be cleaned, and paper 
labels removed. Both ends should 
be opened, and tucked inside. The 
cans should then be flattened, with 
the flattened sides not quite touch- 
ing, so that a detinning fluid may 
have free passage. Cans which 
have contained evaporated milk, 
paint, varnish or floor polish can- 
not be salvaged. 

To acquaint St. Louisans with 
the tin can program, the consumer 
interest division of the civilian de- 
fense organization, headed by Mrs. 
Marian V. Weir, has undertaken a 
staggered chain system of tele- 
phone calls. Members of the di- 
vision have telephoned to 10 ac-

By night he sat on the beach, 
watching the water for telltale 
traces of Japanese as they swam 
into the beach behind logs. Once 
he watched a log float to the 
beach only six feet from where 
he lay in wait, The Japanese did 
not stir for 18 minutes, nor did 
Sergt. Tully. Then the Japanese 
lifted his head and Tully shot 
him. 

In a sense it is wrong to men- 
tion heroes by name, for not all 
heroes can be named and to omit 


200 | them seems to derogate from their 


courage and brave deeds. There 
were so many heroes in the as- 
saults on Tulagi, Gavutu, Tanam- 
bogo and Guadalcanal that not all 
‘can be named, and not all will 
ever be known, 

In two days of bitter fighting 
the Marines cleaned out the Jap- 
anese on Gavutu. In the afternoon 
of Aug. 7, even before their con- 
quest was complete, the Marines 
ran up the Stars and Stripes from 
the hilltop on Gavutu. The bugle 
biew colors and the Marines 
paused long enough to cheer the 
raising of our flag on Japanese 
held territory. The Rising Sun 
still floated over Tanambogo, half 
a mile away, but the Marines shot 
it down, leaving Old Glory as the 
sole flag waving at dusk over that 
once strong Japanese base. 

Marines under Capt. Crane, who 
had landed on Florida island with- 
out opopsition, were ordered to 
Gavutu about 1400 the afternoon 
of the 7th: The troops embarked 
and Flight Lieut. C. E. Spencer, 
their Australian guide, showed 
them the way to Gavutu where 
they arrived at dusk. The com- 
manding officer there directed. 
them to land on Tanabogo, a near- 
by small island connected by a 
causeway with Gavutu. Heavy 
fire from Tanambogo made an ad- 
vance across the causeway impos- 
sible. 

Five minutes of naval gunfire 
preceded the land of Capt. Crane’s 
men. The last shell hit a fuel 
dump near the beach just as the 
Marines landed, brilliantly light- 
ing the beach and silhouetting the 
attackers. The Marines were jam- 
med between two piers, one of 
which had been built since their 
guide last saw Tanambogo, and 
heavy machine-gun fire strafed 
them from the hill. Seeing they 


jwere caught in a pocket, unable 


to peep over the edge of the pier 
or to set up machine guns without 
drawing withering fire, Capt. 
Crane ordeerd the operation de- 
layed until dawn and made his 
way back to Tanambogo. Two of

Saarbruecken was at- 
tacked twice before, the last time 
on July 19 this year. 

“Saturation” Raid Technique. 

The Air Ministry said the bomb- 
ers over Nuremberg used the “sat- 
uration” technique on such targets 
as the engineering works, a loco- 
motive plant, the Nan tank fac- 
tory, the Siemen-Schuckert elec- 
trical plant and the aluminum 
milis which turn out pistons and 
castings. ‘ 

The four-motored planes traveled 
500 miles into the heart of South- 
ern Germany to attack. 

The Saarbruecken raid was di- 
rected against the railway system, 
which is the pivotal point for west- 
ern trunk lines, as well as war 
plants. 

The pattern of the R. A. F. and 
U. S. air force bombings appeared 
in sharper relief than ever: The 
offensive is aimed at Hitler’s 
transport system, his air force and 
his submarine building centers, 

Continuous blows have been 
aimed et the German railways 
and waterways from the invasion 
coas tto the heart of the Reich for 
the last month. The crippling of 
the Nazi railway system ig a ma- 
jor step toward opening a second 
front as well as direct aid to Rus- 
sia through interruption of the 
flow of supplies to the eastern 
front. 

The Nazis depend on their heav- 
ily-taxed railroads to carry the 
bulk of their troops across Europe 
to meet any invasion threat. 

Prior to today Flying Fortresses 
have been dealing daylight pre- 
cision blows to the rail network 
feeding the invasion coast with 
raids on switching yards at Rou- 
en and Amiens and at sea trans- 
port at Rotterdam and LeTrait. 
The R. A. F.’s big night flights 
have been striking at the railheads 
and locomotive works deep within 
Germany. ¢ 

The list of the R. A. F.’s big 
night targets in August shows the 
blows aimed at transport. 

Centers Attacked, 

These include Duesseldorf, a 
communications center and home 
of the heavy steel industry neces- 
sary for railroads and ships;

Yet those who must deal with 
the official censor, Bryon Price, 
have no quarrel with the way in 
which his office is functioning. We 
who write from Washington know 
‘that Price andthe small staff of 
assistants he has gathered around 
him do their job efficiently and 
quickly, with a minimum of fuss 
and deletion. 

What the general public has 
that Price’s 
function is a limited one. Price has 
no jurisdiction over what shall be 
released by various Government 
agencies. His power is limited to 
passing on whether news to be 
printed in a newspaper or broad- 
cast over the radio is likely to in- 
terfere with the security of the na- 
tion. If the writer or the broad- 
caster can show that he had “ap- 
propriate authority” for his report 
—a statement from some responsi- 
ble pergon in Government—then 99 
times out of 100 the censor says

Army Jealousies. 


The complaints that have been 
made against. censorship have 
chiefly been directed at the mili- 
tary, particularly at the Army. 
When material is obtained from 
Army officers, the usual stipula- 
tion is that the article be “re- 
viewed” before publication, Such 
a “review” may take anywhere 
from two or three days to two 
weeks and when the article or 
radio script comes back it is likely 
to be chopped up with red pencil 
marks. 

Unfortunately, what happens all 
too often is that as the article is 
passed about from one set of offi- 
cers to another, internal jealousies 
and resentments are aroused, and 
the red pencil of the “review” offi- 
cer (i, e., censor) strikes out the 
offending material although, even 
by a stretch of the imagination, it 
may not be information which 
could benefit the enemy. Then, too, 
often the Army has intrusted its 
function of review, or censorship,

The Life Episode.

never succeeded. These drives failed because the 
sales tax contradicts the classic and fundamental 
American principle of taxation, namely, that it 
should be based on ability to pay. One of the 
soundest trouncings of the sales tax advocates was 
administered tn the Hoover administration by none 
other than Secretary of the Treasury Ogden Mills, 
himself a conservative but a highly intelligent, just 
and far-seeing one. 

Mills denounced the sales tax in very decisive 
fashion as regressive, meaning a form of taxation 
upon incomes in which the tax rate increases as the 
amount of the income decreases. This is why the 
sales tax is sometimes called an upside-down income 
tax. The principle, or lack of principle, on which it 
rests is exactly the opposite of the principle on 
which the income tax rests. 

In the first eight years of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, the Federal sales tax proposal was as 
dead as the great auk and its advocates lay low, 
though during this period many of the states, in 
desperation, regorted to it to meet the tremendous 
new demands of the social legislation of the Roose- 
velt administration, as well as to offset the falling 
revenues from real property. It is somewhat ironic 
that a form of taxation frowned upon by the New 
Deal should gain vogue as a partial result of New 
Deal measures. 

Now, under the pressure of war, the Federal sales 
tax advocates are once again in full cry. Some of 
this advocacy is disinterested, but much of it.comes 
from conservative and reactionary groups and in- 
dividuals who are being stung by higher and higher 
income taxes.

the interest of victory. But we are not willing to 
surrender our position against the sales tax on the 
say-so. of the same selfish groups which bitterly op- 
pose obvious reforms and closing of loopholes in our 
present tax laws. 

It is significant that Secretary Morgenthau and, 
up to the present, Congress feel the same way. 
Neither the Treasury nor the elected representatives 
of the people have been deceived by the selfishness 
of many who are whooping it up for a general sales 
tax in order to rejieve themselves of heavier im- 
posts. It comes with poor grace for a $25,000-a-year 
man who finds he has ta pay an income tax of $10,000 
to level the big guns of propaganda for a tax that 
would bear heavily on men making $10 to $50 a week. 

If the special pleaders for the sales tax want to 

get a respectful public hearing for their cause, let 
them first put their own houses in order. Let them 
come out in favor of stiff income and corporation 
taxes; let them support the Treasury in its effort 
to end the tax-exempt feature of public securities 
(once described by the Wall Street Journal as “the 
cyclone cellar of the rich man’); let them favor the 
closing of tax loopholes and the various forms of 
evasion by which the most economically favored and 
fortunate among the population are legally immune 
from heavier taxation. , 
Such a course would inspire pubic confidence. 
Such a form of reasonableness would create reason- 
ableness in those whom the sales tax would hurt 
most. But when those who clamor for a sales tax 
complain in the next breath of high income taxes, 
they tip off the public to the essentially selfish na- 
ture of their arguments. 
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SIDELIGHT ON SLAUGHTER. 
Something new has been added to sports broadcast- 
ing. It’s been made over into a guessing game for 
the listeners since the mention of weather conditions 
has been forbidden lest it be of use to the enemy. 
Thus, during that Fordham-Missouri game in New 
Orleans last New Year’s day, not a word was said 
about rain.

without a salute and a sigh of hope. 
Most of us may have long been aware of 
this greatness in our midst, but we have 
been somewhat slow to hail and honor it. 
What better name shall a man give to 
the sloth or stupidity within him which 
choked the impulse to start a scrapbook of 
Fitzpatrick cartoons long ago? Ev2n how it 
is not too late, Parents, too, and teachers, 
particularly of the social sciences, will be 
wise to encourage their children to begin 
personal Fitzpatrick collections. 
For here is art, unquestionably, by a mas- 
ter of eloquent and simple symbolism and 
a creator of arresting pictorial epigram; 
the talent of & noble mind happily married 
to the power of penetrating social insight. 
Here is the artist prodding the social 
conscience, convicting us of folly, offering 
emotional cathartic, and never stooping to 
the petty and vindictive. Perhaps we of 
this mad generation may win a little addi- 
tional respect from our grandchildren by 
leaving to them some Fitzpatrick and Art 
Young collections. 


But the genius of Fitzpatrick must be 
seen in its setting. Would he have become 
what he has or be what he is without the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch?

‘In Moscow: Invasion Must Come 


the other day that they want 
Moscow. 


Synthetic newspaper . pieces, 
which camouflage or belittle the 
extreme gravity of the situation 
which confronts the Allies today, 
can only help us lose the war. 
Stalingrad’s fall threatens and may 
occur in a very short time. If it 
falls without British-American in- 
tervention in Western Europe, the 
resultant blow to Russian morale 
and to the Rugsian people’s faith 
in their English-speaking Allies 
simply cannot be predicted, but it 
will be a very bad blow and the 
heaviest one yet. 

The truth is that the outlook for 
the Allied cause at this moment 
is extremely bad and that it is 
likely to be much worse still before 
September ends, The truth is that 
we have been losing the most vital 
points of this war all summer. 
The truth is that the Russians 
have been fighting alone and are 
still fighting alone and there is no 
reason on earth to assume that 
they can keep fighting alone six 
or eight months from now. 

The truth is that every day which 
now passes without a second front 
being created is another 24 hours’ 
worth of mounting probability that 
Britain and America will have to 
fight quite as alone in the West, 
next spring, as the Russians have 
been fighting alone all this sum- 
mer, 

Drifting to the Edge. 

The truth is that we are drifting 
swiftly toward the thin edge of 
losing this war, even if by some 
miracle we do not go over the 
brink or splash into the abyss un- 
til a year or more from now. The 
terrible risk exists now and noth- 
ing less than almost immediate 
invasion of Western Europe will 
dissipate it. 

This truth can be put in very 
concrete terms. Would 12 to 15 
British-American divisions have a 
better chance of landing today in 
France, where the Germans have 
a maximum of 25 divisions, than 
40 or even 50 British-American di- 
visions would next April, when the 
Nazis will have between 100 and 
150 divisions in France, including 
a large number of their veteran 
panzer and tank divisions trans- 
ferred from the Russian front? 
The German radio ig now talk- 
ing confidently about the Nazi 
armies building an “east wall” or 
eastern Siegfried Line from the 
mouth of the Volga northeast 
along the entire Russian front to 
Leningrad during the winter. By 
East Wall the Germans mean a 
whole series of fortified holding 
positions, The Nazis say that by 
October they will have battered 
and bled the Russian armies so 
seriously that 1,000,000 or 1,500,000 
German troops can pen them in 
while the decisive battle of the 
war is fought in the West. 
ccording to the most careful 
military estimates available, the 
Germans now have about 220 di- 
visions of their own troops in 
Russia. Without counting, the 
large number of Hungarian, Ru- 
manian, Italian and Finnish divi- 
sions, this means that the Ger- 
mans have more than 2,600,000 sol- 
diers tied up in Russia today. By

The Russians are told that the 
British and Americans lack the 
ships to put 10 or 15 divisions into 
France today. The Russians know 
it, would mean big risks and that 
the expedition might be repulsed 
eventually, but they cannot believe 
that it is impossible to try. They 
ask, if.your governments have so 
few ships that you cannot do any- 
thing today, how are Britain and 
America going to have four or 
five times as many ships by next 
April or May?

What of the Cost? 


The Russians say that some of 
your people explain that if you 
try it you may meet disaster, an- 
other Dunkerque. But if another 
Dunkerque saves us the oil of 
Baku and keeps our armies intact 
for next year, would it. not be 
worth 1000 times the cost? We 
have had plenty of disasters, the 
Russians say. Dod you expect us 
to yield Stalingrad without fight- 
ing just because we have lost Smo- 
lensk, Riga, Kiev, Kharkov, the 
Don basin and Rostov? 

The Russians ask embarrassing 
questions. They say Dunkerque 
happentd more than two years ago 
and the British have had nearly 
three million men under arms ever 
since. Do the British mean to tell 
us that the British, two years and 
three months after Dunkerque, 
have not got even 10 divisions that 
they can risk in Western Europe 
in order to save the offensive pow- 
er of an Allied army of several 
millions in the East? 

Supposing you lose 10 or a dozen 
divisions.

It 
is hard to see how a shift of any- 
thing less than 30 divisions would 
really do the trick. Germany al- 
ready has 30 divisions, at least, in 
France and the Low Countries, 
probably two in Denmark and 10 
in Norway. The simplest reason- 
ing says that nothing less than 
some 50 divisions of Allied troops | 
would put these divisions on the 
run; it would take more to draw 
25 or 30 divisions more away from 
Russia.

A few things have to be said 
about the Dieppe raid. It has been 
badly misrepresented, either 
through abysmal ignorance or 
headline hunting.

The use of power politics within 
our domestic life constitutes an as- 
sault upon the democratic thesis 
that reason and persuasion are the 
valid method of government. The 
legislation of the silver bloc is not 
based upon reason and persuasion, 
but upon the exercise of power. 
The farm bloc’s bill to make rub- 
ber, and, as the President said, to. 
“block the progress of the war pro- 
duction program,” was based not 
upon reason and persuasion but 
upon the pressure of power. Mr., 
Petrillo’s edicts are not based upon 
the employment of reason or per- 
suasion, but upon the show of 
force.

The situation can be summed up 
in a sentence or two.

India, is reached four weeks from 
now.” : 
A government communique today 
reported six Indians killed and 38 
injured when officers fired into a 
disorderly crowd around a police 
station in Patna Province, But 
‘such incidents were not being du- 
plicated ig the cities this week end. 

An indication that authorities 
were less concerned about possible 
violence in the cities was seen in 
the fact Gandhi’s son, Devadas, 
managing editor of the Hindustan 
Times, was freed by a magistrate 
who heard charges that the young- 
er Gandhi had violated defe 
regulations. , 

New instructions to the passive 
resistance leaders emphasized that 
the All-India Congress party want- 
ed no disorders. 

“None of our activities should be 
such as to endanger human life, 
whether Indian or British,” it was 
stated by pamphlets which were 
being circulated quietly. 

“We will die, Great Leader, but 
we will also do. We will free 
Gandhi before he fasts. Long live 
free India.” : 

As the movement ended its 
fourth week, increasing numbers of 
Gandhi’s followers were in jail and 
the authorities. were following a 
policy of keeping his name out of 
the public press under the theory, 
“out of print out of mind.” 

Many British believed stern sup- 
pression methods had the Congress 
party “on the run,” but many In- 
dian industrialists and many Amer- 
icans long resident in the country 
considered that the movement had 
just begun and that its most seri- 
ous effects were likely to show up 
in the next few weeks. 

Agitators seem always to be 
about. I was walking along .a 
Bombay street when an Indian in 
the Congress cap and white cotton 
homespun walked alongside until 
sure he had correctly read “U. S. 
Correspondent” on my shoulder tab 
and then quietly slipped the printed 
copy of a propaganda sheet into 
my hand, He slipped away into the 
crowd, 

Generally, Indian papers are per- 

mitted to publish only information 
appearing in official communica- 
tions concerning the movement, but 
their editorial comment is extraor- 
dinarily free. 
Barring the presence. of large 
numbers of uniformed men, India 
in most respects appeared to be a 
normal, peaceable country. Stores 
and hotels were open in Bombay. 
The Friday night cabaret dance at 
the fashionable but outmoded Taj 
Mahal Hotel is so popular it is 
necessary to make bookings days 
in advance to attend. The Poona 
racing season is one of the most 
successful of recent years. 

The numbers game gambling is 
immensely popular in’ Bombay, 
with chauffeurs, porters, peddlers 
and laundry men betting a few 
annas of their scanty earnings. 

The bright spot of the last week 
was the unquestioned Indian en- 
thusiasm over the American offen- 
sive activity in the Solomon islands.

The German commander charged 
with carrying out this operation, 
Field Marshal Gen. Fedor ‘von 
Bock, has the reputation of being 
completely col ed and ruth- 
less in smashing through to his 
objectives regardless of the cost 
‘in lives or material. He is fully 
justifying this reputation now; but 
indeed, he can do nothing else. 
The Germans are committed to the 
capture of Stalingrad, cost what it 
may; for if this German offen- 
sive were to break down short of 
its goal, it would be nothing less 
than a disaster for the whole Ger- 
man. cause, 

‘Von Bock has therefore no 
choice but to continue driving 
ahead, to continue putting in fresh 
divisions as he withdraws broken 
ones to be reconstituted and re- 
fitted, until one of two things hap- 
pens—either Stalingrad falls, or the 
German army and the German sup- 
ply system crack under the strain. 


As to,the strain on the army it- 
self, that needs little comment. 
There is a limit to human endur- 
ance, as the Germans found out 
before Moscow last year. When 
that limit will be reached before 
Stalingrad, it is idle to try to pre- 
dict; at all events the weather 
conditions are not so severe as 
in the last phases of the Mos. sw 
campaign, for winter is still some 
weeks away. 

But the strain on the supply 
system is far greater than it was 
before Moscow. 

The Russians have estimated 
that in the bend of the Don alone 
58 German divisions are engaged. 
Probably Von Bock has at his dis- 
posal not less than 80 or 90 di- 
visions all told, or something in 
the neighborhood of 25 corps. An 
American corps in combat, on the 
offensive against an enemy in a 
fortified position, must receive 
4089 tons of supplies and ammuni- 
tion daily, exclusive of gasoline 
and oil. A fair allowance of gaso- 
line and oil for a corps engaged 
in combat is 30,000 gallons per day. 
Thus Von Bock’s supply system 
must, on this basis, deliver to his 
fighting units not less than 100,000 
tons of supplies every day, plus 
750,000 gallons of gasoline and oil. 
This takes no account of army 
troops or GHQ troops, nor of the 
higher demands of armored di- 
visions, nor of the requirements 
of the air force, nor of the needs 
of the supply system itself up to 
the corps refilling points. 

This vast tonnage must be de- 
livered from Germany itself. It 
must be hauled by German rail- 
ways and transferred to Russian 
broad gauge lines, then at some 
point perhaps hundreds of miles 
distant from the corps and divis- 
ional refilling points, it must be 
transferred again to motor trucks 
or to animal-drawn transport. 


The number of trucks required 
to keep these supplies moving over 
the dirt roads of Russia, day in 
and day out, must rise to astro- 
nomical proportions. The capacity 
of the available railways in the 
combat areas is far too small for 
such a load; every expedient must 
be used, every possible means by 
which even a ton or two of ma- 
terial can be moved forward a few 
miles must be incorporated in the 
German system. And all this must 
be done under the constant ham- 
mering of the Russian air force, 
and the constant pressure by night 
and day of the Russian Guerril- 
las, operating against every part 
of the supply system clear back 
to the German frontier. 

It is true that the Russians also 
have a supply problem, but they 
still have the magnificent river 
supply system of the Volga River 
open to them, and the river hauls 
can be comparatively short, since 
the Volga is reached, above Stalin- 
grad, by several lines of railway 
at a succession of river ports. 

What is of more immediate im- 
portance, as the battle approaches 
Stalingrad, is the capacity of the 
military depots in the city itself. 
The Germans have no such support 
in their immediate rear.

Rotndine Up vate “Age Hoodlums 


Los Angeles Trying to Stamp Out Lawlessness 
Among Young Thugs Who Have Been Running 
Wild in Recent Months—Lack of Proper Home 


Supervision at Bottom of Trouble, Says Judge. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 29. 


OS ANGELES long has been 
Lv=ea to national publicity 

through its connection with the 
movie industry. While some of the 
publicity has been bad the city on 
the whole has liked being a center 
of attention. 


Now comes another form of pub- 
licity on a nation-wide scale, and 
metropolitan Los Angeles is pretty 
hot about it. Newspapers from 
one end of the country to another 
have recently been telling of 
the doings of gangs of young hood- 
lums on Los Angeles streets. The 
city wants the trouble stamped out, 
and quickly. It feels that it can 
do without this:form of publicity, 
and furthermore, it wants the 
streets safe for residents and visi- 
tors. 


According to Superior Judge 
Robert Scott, the situation—and it 
is .serious—has grown out of lack 
of proper home supervision of boys. 

“These gang wars are not actual- 
ly gang wars,” he told a meeting of 
officers, “but the result of undi- 
rected youths clashing with a rival 
neighborhood group for _ thrills. 
Lack of proper home supervision 
seems evident. The boys foregath- 
er on the streets at night. They 
seek excitement. They welcome a 
suggestion of anything that appeals 
to their idea of a thrilling eve- 
ning.” 


The area roughly ‘referred to as 
Metropolitan Los Angeles used to 
be so easily policed that officers 
on night patrol had little to do 
except contact the precinct and 
report, “12 o’clock and all is well.” 


Today, all this is changed, for 
the “pachuco” gangs have moved 
in, and with these young gangsters 
have come murder and rapine. 
Rivals are killed. Officers are at- 
tacked, Police cars are overturned. 
Stones, clubs, tire-chains, bottles, 
wrenches, knives and guns and an 
odd assortment of killer-tools are 
used by opposing gangs to mop up 
in the various sections adjacent to 
Los Angeles as hoodlums battle 
night after night, 


These “pachuco” gangs, made up 
mostly of irresponsible young Mex- 
icans ranging in age from 12 to 21, 
have been in the making for many 
months. Tonight a brawl may de- 
velop in the Boyle Heights district, 
where a boy is carved with a sti- 
letto, a girl whacked over the head 
with a bottle. Tomorrow night, 
in the Montebello sector, in East 
Los Angeles, a brash young Mex- 
ican may get a bullet through the 
heart, his sweetheart a fractured 
skull from a tire iron, 


Currently, the Los Angeles 
Coufity Grand Jury, importuned by 
newspapers; attorneys, judges and 
outraged citizens, is engaged in 
investigating mob outbreaks which 
resulted in the death of one man 
and the serious injury of 10 
others. Three hundred boys and 
girls, not all guilty or even impli- 
cated, of course, have been rounded 
up for questioning. 


Three girl hoodlums joined nine 
youths in breaking up a birthday 
party and starting a free-for-all 
brawl in which Jose Diaz, 22, of 
the Williams Ranch, was beaten 
to death. 


In still another clash 11 others 
attacked five youths at a gravel-

pit swimming pool in the Baldwin 
Park area, east of Los Angeles, 
and chased an unidentified victim 
into the water, flailing him un- 
mercifully with tire chains. Nearly 
a dozen youths were taken into 
custody by Monterey Park police. 
They weré booked on suspicion of 
assault with a deadly weapon. 


The birthday party, bloody after- 
math of which resulted in the 
death of Diaz and imjury to a 
number of others, was being con- 
ducted at a ranch in — 
Township. 


Officers assert that nine boys 
and three girls, armed with clubs, 
automobile tools and tire irons, 
went to the house and started a 
melee with the party guests dur- 
ing which Diaz was fatally clubbed. 
Joe Manfredi, police reported, was 
mauled so savagely that he was in 
convulsions when treated at May- 
wood Hospital. 


Another victim was Cruz Reyus, 
officers said, who was slashed in 
the abdomen with a knife or a 
razor. His condition was posted 
as serious. Police further reported 
that Emilio del Gadillo and his 
daughter, Eleanora Coronado, both 
of the Williams Ranch, received 
numerous contusions and abrasions 
on head and body. Five youths 
were treated at General Hospital 
for injuries received when they 
were attacked ‘by gangsters dis- 
puting the use of a pool at a gravel 
pit near the Consolidated Gravel 
Company’s plant in Baldwin Park. 


On another recent occasion, rival 
factions clashed near an athletic 
stadium at the close of a track 
meet, and before police could in- 
terfere one youth was shot and 
others were severely beaten. Ex- 
plaining this row, Frank Torres, 
20, who was shot, testified: 

“I’m a member of the Clanton 
Street gang. I’ve been a member 
of this gang for 10 years. We 
have gangs to fight other gangs.” 

This, say the police, is the core 
of the whole matter. Southern Cali- 
fornia, with large numbers of 
young, irresponsible Mexicans— 
some of whom are born here, 
others who drift in from the bor- 
derlands—is constantly beset by 
ruthless young thugs who have 
nothing else to do but look for 
trouble and cook up gang fights.

has no sympathy for the youths 
from 18 to 21 who are creating 
these disturbances. He said: 


“Those who are unemployed 
should be at work. Those who 
work and still engage in these ac- 
tivities are no better. In these 
days of grim war, with the fate 
of our Nation at stake, they are 
all saboteurs, because we need to 
conserve every dollar and every 
man for the war effort — and not 
waste our. time on kid gangsters. 


“If these boys want to fight so 
badly, why don’t they join our 
armed forces? Why waste their 
energy fighting each other when 
the very life of civilization is at 
stake? If these fighting boys don’t 
enlist or go to work, we will take 
them out of circulation.” 


Police assigned to the various

N ONE of the gangs, police said, 
1* boys wore black shirts.

“Each,” say the investigators,

Camembert Cheese

CANNOT tell you who invented 
| champagne, but I can tell you 

who discovered Camembert 
cheese.

It is now 
fragrant history that 160 years 
have passed since the momentous 
day that Marie was churning milk 
and brought forth Camembert. 


An epicurean will tell you that 
the best way to eat Camembert 


he means that the cheese must be 
soft—so soft that it has to be han- 
dled with a spoon. A knife being 
entirely useless, as no part of the 


cheese is cut away but eaten in its 
entirety. 
There are also two schools which 


stand divided as to the best meth- 


od of combining Camembert with 
other foods. Europeans say that a 
piece of crusty bread and a bottle 
of red wine are the best possible 
companions for a good Camembert. 
While on the other hand Americans 
eat their Camembert on a cracker 
or combine it with a salad or a 
chilled piece of fruit, preferably a 
ripe pear.

SPAGHETTI without a sauce 
doesn’t make sense. I have eaten 
spaghetti all over Italy and there’s 
a different sauce for every section. 
Milan has its way of preparing the 
sauce, so’ has Florence and Naples 
and Genoa. They all agree, how- 
ever, on three of the ingredients 
that compose the sauce and they 
are olive oil, tomatoes and garlic. 
I did run down one spaghetti recipe 
in Genoa that did not contain the 
overworked tomato sauce. I hope 
you'll . like it. 


SPAGHETTI A LA GENOESE. 

One-half pound spaghetti, two 
tablespoons olive oil, four table- 
spoons butter, one teaspoon garlic, 
finely chopped; three tablespoons 
parsley, finely chopped; three- 
fourths cup grated Parmesan 
cheese, one-half pint cream. 

Cook spaghetti in rapidly boiling 
salted water 10 to 15 minutes or 
until tender, In the meantime heat 
olive oil and butter over low heat, 
add garlic ‘and cook colorless for 
several minutes. Do not let garlic 
burn or discolor in the cooking. 
Now add the finely chopped parsley 
and the cream; heat slightly, but 
do not allow to boil. When spa- 


ghetti is cooked drain through 


colander, then put it in the sauce- 
pan containing the cream sauce. 


Mix thoroughly and at the same 


time add the grated cheese, little 


by little, until quantity is used, 
Serve immediately on hot plates. 
Here is another recipe a little out 
of the ‘ordinary which can be 
whipped together at a moment's 
notice from the emergency shelf: 


SPAGHETTI AL TONNO 
(TUNA FISH). 

One-half pound spaghetti, one- 
fourth cup olive oil, one teaspoon 
finely chopped garlic, two table- 
spoons finely chopped parsley, one 
can tuna fish, one cup tomato 
sauce or puree, three-fourths cup 
grated parmesan cheese. 

Cook spaghetti in rapidly boiling 
salted water until tender. Mean- 
while heat olive oil, and chopped 
garlic and parsley and let cook 
for several minutes over low heat. 
‘Then add tomato sauce and let 
cook for five minutes; add flaked 
tuna fish and let stand over low 
heat until heated. Season with a 
little salt and pepper. When spa- 
ghetti is cooked grain through 
colander, let some fresh hot wa- 
ter run over it and when well 
drained put‘it on a large hot plat- 
ter. Pour tuna fish sauce over 
the top, mix it through the spa- 
ghetti and serve. Sprinkle grated 
parmesan over the top.

When you find yourself with a 
small amount of tongue or ham on 
hand and would like to stretch it 
into a tempting dish to set before 
the family, here is one way to go 
about it. This is a good recipe to 
prepare on a hot day, as it can 
be made hours in advance and kept

TONGUE MOUSSE, 

One tablespoon gelatin, one- 
fourth cup cold water, three- 
fourths cup beef broth or bouillon, 
two cups cooked tongue, minced; 
one teaspoon dry mustard, two ta- 
blespoong onion, grated; two table- 
spoons green pepper, minced; two 
tablespoons parsley,

The chromium 
and mirrors! The silver services and antiques! The horses and hounds! 
Miss Russell’s office furniture alone would make $5000 look counter- 
feit. 

The writing, directing and acting of “Take a Letter, Darling” are 
as glossy as the “art direction” by Hans Dreier and Roland Anderson, 
If it is lovely to linger at Caldwell Acres in North Carolina, it is also 
fun to watch Fred MacMurray try to telephone between two revolving 
bunches of bananas in a country grocery store. Even that fact should 
prove that “Take a Letter, Darling” is pre-war—two bunches of real 
bananas hanging up outside a safe. 

Then Macdonald Carey’s characterization of his four previous mar- 
riages (“four cream puffs, four bellyaches”) has a degree of amusing 
frankness and the scene where Miss Russell neatly trips Fred Mac- 
Murray flat on his face makes for hilarity. There will be no short- 
age of entertainment so long as “Take.a Letter, Darling” and its whim- 
sical companion picture, "Dr. Broadway,” are around. j

Federal Short Wave

EPORTS in Washington that 

the Government will take over 

all short-wave facilities in the 
country are heard with increas- 
ing frequency and detail. Who will 
be in charge’ of the short-wave 
stations if the Government takes 
over, what the general broadcast- 
ing policy will be, and whether 
the networks and other short-wave 
station owners will share in opera- 
tion and program making, are the 
subjects of a multitude of conjec- 
tures. However, the trade maga- 
zine, “Broadcasting,” asserts that 
the plan really under consideration 
does not contemplate Government 
ownership and operation of short- 
wave stations. Instead, “Broad- 
casting” says, 22 short-wave trans- 
mitters of 50,000 to 100,000 watts 
power will be added, if the plan 
materializes, and those and pres- 
ent short-wave stations will be op- 
erated by present owners and oth- 
ers to be licensed.
